

Black Panther Indicted in Death 

/ 

Of Two Policemen in Chicago 


CHICAGO (AP)— Lance 
Bell, 20, a Black Panther par- 
ty member, was indicted 
Monday by the Cook County 
Chicago grand jury, which ac- 
cused him of murdering two 
policemen in a gunfight Nov. 
13 in which a Panther was 
killed* 


Bell also was accused of ag- 
gravated battery and at- 
tempted murder in connection 



with his alleged shooting from 
an abandoned South Side 


building at nine policemen a 
few hours before dawn. 

Policemen Frank G. Rappa- 
port, 36. and John Gilhooly, 

22, died the day after the gun- 
fight in which several other 
policemen and Bell were in- 
jured. Spurgeon J. Winters 
Jr., 19, a Panther, was killed 
in the exchange of fire.
